their frontiers for the sympathy of which 
they feel themselves deprived at home. 
Numerically in the true German states the 
German element’ of course preponderntes 
and is actually growing in more rapid 
proportion than the others. The, dis- 


crepancy is not even now so great that’ 


the governments can afford to ignore it. 
Tyking the two Empires of Germany and 
Austro-Hungary, and excluding about 
eight million Magyara who form a powerful 
aud well-knit state associated with Austria,. 
thore are in the rest about 95. millions, of 
whom probably at the outside 60 millions 
‘are Germans of various types, while the 
romainder ar@ Slavoks, Poles, Czechs, and 
Cronts, peoples who, although at the moment 
they havé little in common, yet have tradi- 
tions of forming what was once a powerful 
group of nations, Judeterred by scruples 
of any aort, anc utterly irresponsible to any 
one but itself, the powerful bureaucracy 
that constitutes the real Government of 
Buasia has been'secretly scattering amongst 
these peoples the seads of political discon- 
tent; and there is unfortnbately no reason 
to doubt, that taking: skilful advantago of 
the suspicions it has succceded in instilling, 
it haa been turning “tho thoughts of the 
Slay populations in the direction of} a 
countervailing Pan-Slayonic confederation, 
of which Russia is the suggested head, 

Now these Slav populations, as we have 
pointed out, cannot number much if any 
less than 35 millions, and while it is quite 
true that the Slavic peoples have never 
thenigelvea shown an aptitude for politica) 
combination, and in the ordinary course of 
affairs might be ‘practically igaored, such 
is hardly the present position, when Russia 
is almost parading publicly her loving care 
for her Slavenian neighbours. The position 
is aggravated by- the alienation of the 
Magyars, which is one of the immediate 
and most dangerous results of this mischiev- 

ous agitation. In this respest the Mugyars 
stand on a very different footing from the 
Slavonians, Proud of their rico and their. 
nationality, they possess in a high degree the’ 
capacity for sélf-government. . ‘They have 
moro than once in the past. come to the
